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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hori et al 
(US 6,778,892). 

Regarding claim 1 , Hori et al ('892) disclose a vehicle headlight optical axis 
control system having a steering device 15, a control means 20, and means that detects 
a straight steering position 16 of the steering device from an original position signal 
output by the speeds of a left wheel and right wheel (column 2, lines 45-55). 

Regarding claims 2-4, Hori et al teaches in claim 2, how the control means detect 
the straight steering position when a vehicle speed of the vehicle has at a least a 
predetermined value and integrating time and an integrating distance. 

Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hori 
et al (*892). 

Regarding claim 5, Hori et al discloses a left wheel sensor 18L a right wheel 
sensor 18r, a steering sensor 16, a control means 20, and means that detects a straight 
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steering position 16 of the steering device from an original position signal output by the 
speeds of a left wheel and right wheel (column 2, lines 45-55). 

Regarding claim 7, Hori et al discloses at least on actuator 12L and 12R. 

Claims 9 and 10, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Horiuchi (US 6,688,760). 

Regarding claims 9 and 10, Horiuchi discloses a lamp body control system as 
shown in figure 2 having at least one speed wheel speed and a difference between the 
first reference and second reference and third reference, a steering wheel position and 
a controller the light distribution. It is inherent to provide a method of controlling the light 
distribution of the headlamp since Horiuchi meets all of the limitations of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Nowhere in the prior art is a the velocity sensor, a rotary disk in addition to the 
speed sensors for the right and left wheel along with the steering sensor and controller.
